INVESTIGATING THE PRIVATE CAR EVIL 


T 


HE Interstate Commerce Commission has begun the 


hearing in regard to 'the charges brought against a 


number of railroad companies and private concerns own- 
ing private rolling stock for the transportation of their 
products. It is charged that the act to regulate Interstate 
commence is being violated In several particulars by the 
defendants. 
The proceedings are directed against the 


Armour Car Line, the American Refrigerator Transpor- 
tation Company, the Santa Fe Refrigerator Dispatch 
and the following railroads: St. Louis & San Francisco; 
Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe; St. Louis, Iron Mountain 
& Southern; Central of Georgia; Southern Atlantic Coast 
Line; Seaboard Airline; Pennsylvania, Southern Pacific 
and Kansas City Southern. 


It is alleged that by way of rebates or other de\ices the 


refrigerator lines were acting for the railroads as auth- 
orized agents, and the railroads, acting through the re- 
frigerator lines, are collecting and receiving for the re- 
frigeration of fruit and vegetables lower rates from some 
shippers than they are contemporaneously receiving for 
similar services rendered to other shippers. This is held 
to be in violation of sections two and three of the act to 
regulate intei state commerce. 


Another charge is that failuie and neglect to publish at 


shipping stations and file with the Interstate Commerce 
Commission the rates and charges imposed for the re- 
frigeration of fruits and vegetables constitutes a violation 
of section 6 of the Interstate Commerce act. 


The present proceedings are considered as a test and 


it is said they will prove of great value in informing con- 
gress that new laws are needed for national control of 
private car lines where combinations are made with rail- 
roads, which affect the freight and refrigerator schedules.

REFORM IN FINANCE

ISCUSSING the question, "Are Minority Stockholders 


Fools," a writer in The World's Work takes an op- 


tomistlc view of the future in the conduct of large corpor- 
ations. After describing the various methods used by the 
majority holders of stockfi to deprive the scattered share- 
holders of a voice in the management of the business and 
a fair division of the profits, the writer sums the results 
of the recent disclosures as follows: 


Already there is promise of a better day and a new era, 


The growing public demand for a purification of business 
morals following the recent amazing disclosures of the 
methods of financiers has already borne fruit. Some ex- 
isting evils of long standing have been modified and a 
change In others is indicated. A better public understand- 
ing of the rights of the minority stockholders is gradually 
focusing attention upon boards of directors, and in turn 
to their duties, obligations and legal responsibilities. Un- 
der the searchlight the attitude of corporation boards to- 
ward the minority stockholder is changing. 
The time 


seems comparatively near when trustees for other people's 
property will be forced to give allegiance and service un- 
divided to stockholders. 
Intangible as at present seems 


the evidence of this tremendously impoitant change, it 
appears susceptible of proof. It is a long step forward, 
for instance, when the reorganized board of the Equitable 
Life places on record in its minutes a resolution declaring 
that m the future no director shall use the funds of the 
Association to aid his personal ends, nor be a participant 
in syndicate profits eained through unauthorized use of 
any of its $400,000,000 assets.

WHERE AMERICA IS BEHIND EUROPE

NDREW D. WHITE, whose experience in many lands 


has been as great, probably, as that of any citizen 


of the country, haa in his autobiography given this Inter- 
esting result of his knowledge of conditions In many lands: 


"As a result of observation and reflection during a 


long life, which has touched public men and measures In 
wide variety, I would desire for my country three things 
above all others to supplement our existing American civ- 
ilization: 
From Great Britain, her administration of 


criminal justice; from Germany, her theater, and from any 
European country save Russia, Spain and Turkey, it? gov- 
ernment of cities." 


It is rather humiliating that any country in Europe ex- 


cepting Russia, Spain and Turkey <ould teach the United 
States the first principles of success in the control of city 
Governments. 
But there is little doubt that In this Dr. 


White speaks the literal truth. There are various causes 
for this situation, chief among which is the degree of 
munidpal ownership which obtains in the countries of 
the better managed cities. 


It is impossible to leave to the city governments the 


power to enrich enormously private corporations through 
the granting of franchises and not expect this power to 
work corruption in all the political and civic life of the 
community. 
Let America learn to control publicly all 


publ'c service and a large part of the municipal malad- 
ministration will disappear.
